Atwood 
said Administration witnesses, including the Director, were scheduled to 
testify on the legislation on 8 June 1978 and that Secretary of State Vaace 

and Dr. Brzezinski and possibly others would be meeting tomorrow in 
preparation for that testimony. Rega rding the bill generally, Mr. Atwood 

said the Administration really did not support the legislation but, in vicw 

of the fact that it almost certainly would pass, was resigned to makin» 
whatever changes it could to at least make it livable.
